Ir President CLEVELAND should die now 
under the law as it stands, there would be no 
one constitutionaliy authorized to assume the 
authority of the office, there being no Vice-Pres- 
ident, no President pro tem of the Senate and 
no Speaker. The authority is conferred on the 
two latter by law in the order named, when 
both President and Vice-President die or are 
removed. When Congress meets, the Senate 
will elect a President pro tem and the House 
a Speaker, and the danger of chaos resulting 
from CLEVELAND's death, in the meantime, is 
more imaginary than real. Still a vacancy in 
the Presidential office has been possible at any 
time since Congress adjourned, and there is 
enough serious danger in such a situation to 
emphasize the heavy responsibility Congross 
assumed when it neglected to provide against 
such fearful risks.

Report of Consul Tanner on the 
Shortage in the German 
Beet Crop. 


Prospects of a Good Season for Ameri-

Wasuixnetoy, November 23-—To those who 
watehed the decline in rhe sugar industry ia 1884. 
and the d sasirous results that followed it, the 
following extracts from the recent report of Geo. 
C. Tanner, United States Consul at Chemnitz, will 
be of interest. Feeling that the depression in 
business was due to overproduction of beet sugar, 
German manufacturers combined last spring to 
reduce that production. ‘Says Mr. Tanner: Sa- 
ti ics at banden the exception of fifty-five 
Ger man matifactories from which no returns 
have been made, there are 815,412 Prussian 
acres in cultivation against 1,200,000 acres ia 1584, a 
deerease of 82 per cent.
